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_ City Sits on Sea of Sewage 
HealthExpertTells Meeting 


By HUMPHREY DAVY 


Victoria is sitting on a sea of subterranean 
sewage, Dr. Kenneth Thornton, pathologist at the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital told a public meeting held 
Wednesday. 

“This situation is disgraceful,”he said. “Sewage is a 
most potent method for spreading diseases and is one of the 
causes for the spread of hepatitis.” —_ 

The physician, speaking as a member of the B.C. Medical 
Association committee on environmental,health, blasted the 
present method of dumping raw sewage from outfalls 
situated too close to shore. 

The meeting was sponsored by the Saanich Action 
Committee—a group opposed"to-dumping raw sewage in local 
waters. 

Dr. Thornton confined himself to the dangers of 
communicable diseases spread by sewage. 

(The capital region sewer study recommends dumping 
raw sewage well out to sea where there would be no danger 
of the effluent contaminating beaches. The present outlets are 
situated close’to shore.) 

The meeting held in Mount View High School was chaired 
by, Roy Ralfs. About 75 people were present, including 
municipal councillors and engineers. 

Dr. Thornton said Victoria could not act too soon to 
fmprove its sewer disposal system in view of growing health 
hazards.

He warned that hepatitis was a most serious disease and 
would be the “‘most serious disease of the future.’ 

He noted that some people were concerned at the costs of 
installing an adequate sewer disposal system. 

But he ,advised them to weigh the costs of a disposal 
system against the cost of disease, 

One case of hepatitis, he pointed out, cost about $2,500. 
This included hospitalization, treatment and loss of wages. 

Speaking on the various sewage disposal systems, he said 
they all had problems- 

No way had yet been found to eliminate virus diseases 
from either-land or sea sewage disposal systems, This was 
the problem, he said. 

He agreed with the sewer study report that the dumping 
of raw sewage well out to sea was a good one, but like the 
sewage farm disposal method, it did not solve the problem of 
virus infections. 

“There is always the possibility of a concentration taking 
place in shell fish,” he said. ‘These are eaten by people.” 

But the sea certainly eliminates bacteria,” he added. 

Mr. -Ralfs- said the Saanich Action Committee did not 
think the sewer study acceptable. 

He denied that members were objecting to the proposed 
system on the grounds of costs. 

“We do not think it can be done without increasing health 
hazards,” he said. ‘‘A study should be launched to explore 
other methods of disposing sewage.” 

Dr, Albert Marino, of California, favored ‘a land disposal 
sewage system which some towns and communities have 
adopted in his state.

6 ir SIX LIBERAL MEMBERS 
of the British Columbia legis- 
lature raise a pertinent point in in- 
sisting that pr ovincial governments 
must practise anti - inflationary 
economy as well as the federal 
authority. In particular, they point 
out, Mr.. Bennett’s fulminations 
against Ottawa’s management would 
carry more weight if he simultan- 
eously proposed some retrenching 
measures of his own. On the con- 
trary, while urging public econo- 
mies, Mr. Bennett has warned that 
next year’s provincial budget will be 
larger by millions and millions. 


The test of any government 
economy program, of course, lies in 
the projects which can be curtailed. 
But remarkably few public works 
seem to fall into thé “expendable” 
category. Everything is necessary to 
somebody. Mr. Bennett has made it 
clear that the vast hydro programs 
on the Peace and Columbia Rivers 
cannot be cut back in the slightest. 
Given the inescapable fact of their 
dominating existence, this is true. 
We are on an economic slide so far 
as the hydro development is con- 


cerned and could not easily halt the 


program. 


Two dther categories of kuilding 
also demand priority, although the 
provincial government has indicated 
that delays may be anticipated. Hos- 
pitals and schools surely take a first 
place on any list of vital construc- 
tion — and there is very little build- 
ing of this kind in British Columbia 
today that is not on or close to an 
emergency basis. Beyond such needs, 
the choices become more debatable. 

The long-awaited museum build- 
ings will certainly be a welcome 
adjunct to our provincial facilities, 
but @ Hold-back in completion of the 


complex other than the main exhi- ~ 


bition building which is now so 


nearly ready will be a reasonable 
move. A good deal of highway work 
could be postponed under the de- 
mands of retrenchment. And, as in 
all government administrations, a 
strict downhold in new hirings 
would help to curb the costly expan- 
sion of staffs which seems to be the 
normal accompaniment of public 
business. 


These are+measures which are 
being urged on the federal govern- 
ment; they are equally applicable to 
the provincial administrations, which 
have increased their expenditures, 
increased their borrowings and in- 
creased their costs on a scale com- 
parable to that of the national 
government. 


One salient factor, of course, 
should not be forgotten by those who 
demand governmental economies, 
particularly in the federal field. 
Almost all the great programs which 
have multi-million dollar budgets 
have been the government's answer 
to insistent public demands, to com- 


petitive bidding by opposition par-.’ 


ties, and to the general trend of our 
day which sees governmental re- 
sponsibility in many fields once held 
to be the duty and the prerogative 
of the individual.Costly welfare 
programs — each worthy in its way 
but not financed out of thin air — 
have added greatly to our national 
budget, cannot be abandoned or even 
reduced, and in some cases have 
proven merely stepping stones to 
still greater demands. 

“The government ought to do 
it” is the common cry of today in 
answer to almost every human need. 
And it is raised with equal insistence 
when the chore in mind is cutting 
expenses. Let-there be no complaint, 
then, when the government does. 
But true economies must begin, as 
they end, with the people.

obvious, that American policy in 
Asia is essentially to accomplish the 
containment. of China, his call for 
peace must ring even more hollowly 
in the ears of the Hanoi leaders. A

virtual surrender by the Viet Gong 
and the North Vietnamese, an un- 
likely possibility.

Lots of Sound But No Clear Picture

World Corporations—Model of the Future 


f ips two most interesting men I met 

in Britain were as unlike in looks, 
origins and. circumstances as men can 
be. 

Anthony Wedgwood Benn abandoned a 
title of nobility to become minister of 
technology in a 
Labor government 
comically called 
“socialist.” He is 
young, pale, intense 
and brilliant—some- 
thing of a genius and 
perhaps a prime min- 
ister of the future, 
George W. Ball, a 
burly American of 
rubicund face, out- 

- sized stature and 
soaring inventive mind, abandoned a 
lucrative career in law and business to 
become the second man in the state 
department and then to retire because 
he disagreed with the Johnson govern- 
ment’s Vietnam policies. 

These two men, so completely dis- 
parate in nature and, as I understand, 
unknown to each other, have come 
together, quite unconsciously, in their 
thinking on the human situation. And 
their thoughts. are the most useful 
imports that a Canadian is likely to 
bring back with him from London. 

Since our talks were off the record, I 
cannot quote either man but, by lucky 
chance, both had just delivered extra- 
ordinary public speeches in . exact 
parallel, largely ignored by the press. 
Here, though they are of the highest 
importance (especially to Canada) I can 
only summarize them crudely.

Commitment 


Mr. Benn the aristocrat who calls 
himself a socialist, begins with the 
remarkable pledge that the Labor 
government is totally committed to ‘‘the 
success and profitability” of private 
enterprise in Britain. He adds that “‘no 
previous British government of any 
party has hitherto entered into such a 
commitment.”’ 

While the British economy must 
always be “mixed” with deep interven- 
tion by the state, ‘‘the profitability of a 
mixed economy -is an essential pre- 
requisite of economic growth and 
commercial success.”” So much’ for the 
myth of pure “socialism” and the evils 
of profit still nourished by a dwindling 
group of nostalgic socialists of Canada. 

Having escaped the old prison of 
ideology, Mr. Benn argues that ‘“‘the 
growth of modern technology, with its 


Thus the opposite myths of Russian 
communism and American capitalism 
perish along with the myth of socialism. 
-The Russians, says. Mr. Benn, are 
returning to the heresy of the profit 
motive and in the United States the new 
“military-industrial complex” is a ‘“‘pub- 


lic sector” of the economy “which makes . 


even the most radical British inter- 
ventionist look like an amateur."” 


Pragmatism _ 


Between these giants, whose labels 
and*slogans are out of date,-Mr. Benn 
suspects that the flexible, pragmatic 
system now developing in Britain by 
consent of both political parties may well 
be a’ “focal point” and’ grand com- 
promise ‘‘upon which other societies are 
converging.” ; 

So far the argument is easy to follow. 
But Mr. Benn lifts it to a new and 
unfamiliar level where the thinking of the 
Canadiah governmenit, the opposition and 
the NDP has not yet arrived, In a word, 
he Has grasped the fact that modern 
technology is basically ‘revolutionizing 
the world economy, and man’s entire 
way of life, in. a totally unexpected 
fashion and making (most of his economic 
and political notions quite obsolete. 

‘ The first phase of this revolution 


proclaims itself in vast, privately-owned” 


international corporations, most of them 
based in the United States. Already 
“they have established such superiority 
over their international competitors that 
no single European country, even if it 
merged every company in a single field 
Tito” 
could alone stand against them. I am 


certain that corporations like those hold © 


one monolithic ~ industrial ~ group, 


the future of the world’s high-technology 
industries in their hands.” 

Hence Britain must get into this. field 
of private super-industry by ‘“‘building 
viable units, first on a national, then on 
an international basis so that companies 
that emerge. are truly international in 
character and not solely extensions of 
American industrial power with all the 
political implications that that would 
have. 

“Looking further ahead, I see a 
distant possibility that such corporations 
.-.. might become truly multi-conti- 
nental, penetrating and superseding 
national and ideological frontiers.’ 

This sudden realization that the future 
belonged largely to gigantic international 
business concerns, and not to narrow, 
nationalistic and old-fashioned socialism 
or capitalism, converted Mr. Benn from 
a strong opponent to a leading advocate 
of Britain’s membership in the Common 
Market. From that step (unfortunately 
not yet taken) he looks ‘beyond 
continental parochialism towards some- 
thing far bigger.” ; 


For General Good 


What he is looking for is a shrunken 
but affluent world where man’s wealth is 
developed with maximum efficiency in 
the right places for the general good, 
regardiess of national boundaries and 
outworn sovereignty. 

It is curious that Ball, ‘without 
hearing of Mr. Benn’s speech on October 
17, met a group of British industrialists 
next night and laid down precisely the 
same general concept of the future from 
an American and a so-called capitalist 
viewpoint. In principle, if not in method, 
the two men are intellectual twins. 

Mr. Ball. begins, out of long experi- 
ence ‘on the exposed steppes of 
diplomacy and practical politics,” by 
declaring that ‘‘the political boundaries 
of nation-states ‘are too narrow and 
constrictive to define the scope and 
activities of modern business.’ 

Like Mr. Benn, he sees in the 
international corporation an unprece- 
dented, unique phenomenon erupting like 
a volcano to change the whole landscape 
of the world. As one of its anonymous 
midwives, he expects the Common 
Market to include Britain “‘within a few 
months or years” but even then it will 
be no more than a preliminary step in 
the evolution of a world where technology 
and big business laugh at the frontiers of 
nations. 

It is only by using this new and 
prodigious device to achieve maximum 
production everywhere that man can 
escape “a Darwinian debacle’ as 
population. r 

The node ban nations, includ- 
ing his own, says Mr. Ball, have failed 
so far to comprehend the real economic 
revolution but business men, ignoring 
politics, are quietly basing their own 
plans “‘on the operating assumption of a 
total world economy.” Commerce, as. 
usual, “has been in advance of politics."” 


And today’s “artificial person,’ the 
nationless corporation and world citizen, 
who cares little for governments or 
theories, is‘only the beginning.” 

As an erudite international lawyer 
and banker, as well as a practical 
statesman of perhaps unequalled experi- 
ence in three professions, Mr. Ball 
recognizes that the movement toward a 
total world economy must collide, and 
already is colliding, with national 
sovereignty — most notably, he adds, in 
Canada, which he knows intimately. 

_“Conflict,”” he warns, ‘‘will increase 
between the world_corporation, which is 
a modern concept evolved to meet the 
requirements of a modern age, and the 
nation-state, which is badly adapted to 
the needs of our present complex world.”’ 

With a daring but typical lunge into 
the unknown, Mr. Ball proposes some 
international authority, established by 
treaty, to license and control the new 
corporate colossi so that they—may 
nourish man's wealth without abusing his 
natural rights and his differing national 
aspirations. 

He is too old a hand in international 
affairs to expect “‘world government or 
anything resembling it'’ for-a long time. 
Yet short of ‘‘such an apocalyptic 
development” the new international 
technology has its political implications. 
“For freeing commerce from national 
interference through the creation of new 
world instrumentalities would inevitably, 
over time, help to stimulate mankind to 
close the gap between the archaic 
political structure of the world and the 
visions of commerce which vault beyond 
confining national boundaries to exploit 
the full promise of the world economy.” 


Brave Heresy 


These are brave, heretical words 
from an American “‘capitalist’” and Mr. 
Ball is the first to admit that the policies 
of his own nation have.often contravened 
his concept of the actual world as it is 
now reshaping itself from top to bottom. 

He admits, for example, doubtless 
thinking of Canada, that the United 
States has sometimes ‘‘sought to enforce 
its domestic legislation abroad by trying 
to extend its writ to the actions of 
foreign subsidiaries. of American com- 
panies. I hope and expect that it will 
prove a diminishing problem. More and 
more in my country there is a growing 
realization. that we cannot use world 
corporations based in America as 
vehicles’ to export our own national 
psyche, our prejudices ... If we are 
going to be consistent. in our encourage- 
ment of the world economy and the 
world company that inhabits it, we shall 
have to change our..ways.”’ 

Mr. Benn, the socialist, has said 
virtually the same thing. Alas, the 
politicians in Ottawa, obsessed with 
narrow national problems of their own 
making, are too busy and too desperate 
at the moment to distinguish the 
international forest from the local trees.

No B.C. Land 
Under Sea

N the summer of 1965 British Columbia 

Premier W. A. C, Bennett and Jean 
Lesage, then premier of Quebec, set off 
a succession of earth tremors by blasting 
the’ federal govern- 
ment for its attitude 
on off-shore mineral 
rights. -Mr. Bennett, 
who had once threat- 
ened to settle the 
matter by taking 
Ottawa to court, was 
greatly incensed 
when the _ federal 
government —~ after

British Columbia's minister of mines and 


petroleum resources -— ‘announced its 
intention of submitting a reference to the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

The judges, who were unanimous in 
the opinion delivered last week, have 
found against British Columbia on every 
point. Mr, Bennett, although a politician 


‘of talent, is thus exposed as being short —— 


on history and constitutional interpreta- 
tion. 

It is a most searching judgment, 
much too long to be reported in any 
detail here. The general argument, 
however, runs as follows: 

For British Columbia to succeed, it 
had to show that the territorial sea 
(from low water mark out a “cannon's 
shot” or three nautical. miles) was part 
of the colonial territory in 1871, the time 
of union. The reason is that the BNA Act 
makes provision for changing the 
boundaries of provinces and there has 
never been since union any alteration in 
the limits of British Columbia. 


No Prior Term 


But by the express terms of the 
Territorial Waters, Jurisdiction Act, 
passed by the British Parliament in 1878, 
it was the law of England that applied to 
waters bounding Canada. The legislation 
is inconsistent with any theory that in 
1878 the province of British Columbia 
possessed as part of its territory the 
solum of the territorial sea. 

At that time Canada had not attained 
sovereignty. The effect of the 1878 Act 
was that the United Kingdom claimed a 
jurisdiction in respect of the Dominion of 
Canada. It was not until 1928 that the 
phrase ‘“‘territorial waters of Canada’ 
replaced “British waters” in our legisla- 
tion. 

The rights which now exist in the 
territorial sea arise by international law 
and depend upon recognition by other 
sovereign states. ‘Legislative jurisdic- 
tion in relation to the lands in question 
belongs to Canada, which is a sovereign 
state recognized by international law and 
thus able to make arrangements with 
other states respecting the rights in the 
territorial sea.” 

The arrangement applying to the 
territorial sea is the Geneva Convention 
of 1958. ; 

At issue also were the lands of the 
continental shelf, lying beyond the three- 
mile limit. As the territorial sea is 
beyond the boundaries of British Colum- 
bia, so is the shelf and only Canada will 
be recognized by international law as 
having the rights set out in the 
convention on the continental shelf. 

What does all this mean? Simply that 
the resources of the sea bed are not the 
property of a single province but of 
Canada, If the federal government had 
bowed to the demands of Mr. Bennett, 
backed by Mr. Lesage, it would have 
sacrificed the interest of people in other 
provinces (such as Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan) which have no sea coasts. But 
even coastal provinces might have been 
affected for large areas of shelf may be 
lacking in resources of value in the 
foreseeable future. 


Exceptions 


The B.C. case does not settle 
everything. Thus the Bay of Fundy 
apparently has a special status since the 
royal instructions to Governor Carleton 
defined the southern boundary of New 
Brunswick as ‘‘a line in the centre of the 
bay ... from the River St. ‘Croix 
aforesaid to the mouth of the Musquat 
River. Similarly Conception Bay has 
been declared to be part of the territory 
of Newfoundland. 


It is perhaps to be expected that 
certain of the provinces will now seek a 


political settlement. This is what hap- 
pened in the United States after the 
federal government's legal title had been 
upheld by the Supreme Court. Any 
political settlement in the wake of last 
week’s judgment would, however, be of 
concern to ail Canadians for clearly any 
concessions made to some provinces by 
the federal government could only’ be at 
the expense of other provinces,

Sharp Candid Enough 
To Admit Uncertainty 


By DOUGLAS FISHER and HARRY S. CROWE 


One of us had a chat with Mr. Sharp, the 
Minister of Finance, on Friday evening not long 
after he told the Commons that the government 
had decided to introduce 
new temporary tax 
measures later this month. 

He made an impression 
regarding several disparate 


matters. 

The first impression 
was one of Mr. Sharp as a 
politician with his own 


ambitions to lead the gov- 
ernment and his party. 

That such ambitions 
had, at least for a_ brief 
time, put off the confrontation with a likely 
unpopularity implicit in the news of tax 
increases; that the needs of the ministry had 
ousted the temptations of higher office. 

Thus the minister senses the course ahead 
may be rough and dubious enough to cripple 
his hopes to be prime 
minister. Of course, there's 
nothing surprising in this. 

Mr. Sharp is not a fool 
and realism has its 
dictates. What seemed 
unusual was the candor of 
the man'on this point. It 
made him seem more 
attractive as a man and 
most disarming. 

Mr. Sharp told how he 
and his senior advisers had 
had an evening together a few weeks ago in 
Brazil with their counterparts of Great Britain 
and the United States. 

The discussion had centred on the same 
dilemma, common to all three countries. 

The markets for bonds are in a bad way. 
New issues are hard to move despite high 
interest rates. Bond values are inordinately low.

Why? It was easier to be discursive than to be 
precise. 
Such a reluctance to purchase bonds 


seemed to have a most direct relationship to a 
broad psychological mood which has captured 
the opinions of the business communities. 

In all three countries, stocks are a much 
better answer to the inflationary trends than 


bonds.

A more fascinating and disturbing aspect of 
this common psychological problem was that 
none of the three governments was sure in any 
absolute fashion what needed to be done. 

The simplest way to explain the general 
difficulty is that sharp increases in taxation 
traditionally represent a use of fiscal policy to 
“cool out’? an economy, to slow it down. 

‘This process and higher interest charges 


usually are used to introduce elements of 
deflation, or put more positively, to bridle 
inflation. 


The desire is strong in government to curb 


inflation but the interest rates on capital are 


too high and, preferably and hopefully, must 
not go higher. 
Thus the taxation increases may do 


something that isn’t wanted in this. program to 
stabilize the bond market and to cut back the 
very high levels Of interest. 

This would be any curtailment of both 
private investing and consumer demand of a 
scale. which could or would accelerate 
unemployment, lay-offs, and—a general 
economic slump. 

The point to be drawn from Mr. Sharp's 
candor (or so it seems to us) is that he said 
the government are not positive that the tax 
increases and the concomitant cuts or holding- 
down of government spending are going to work 
perfectly. 

But there were no other alternatives unless 


-more rigid measures such as wage profits, and 


price controls are to be used. 

In the months ahead there is the possibility 
tnat we may get a-better bond market at the 
expense of unemployment. 

Mr. Sharp kept reiterating that the problem 
was essentially one of confidence or lack of it 
in government self-control. The government had 
to take the lead in creating a new mood.

The most unique feature opened up by the 
announcement of intentions is the delay. 
Through the delay we'll have a sharp public 
debate and much speculation on the nature of 
the increases. 

Often, befere a budget, there are indicators 
and hints or suggestions about tax increases 


. but in the main the surprise is substantial and 


some changes are often unexpected. 

Now we know increases are certain and 
that their scale must be substantial. It seems 
ciear thaf increases in sales tax are most 
unlikely. 

Why? It’s rather high now and it has been 
tending to be earmarked, at least under Mr. 
Sharp, as the tax hitting everybody to pay for 
higher welfare costs. To raise more revenue 
from custom tariff increases would go against 
the whole grain of the freer trade trend, aside 
from the contribution such increases would 
make to further inflation. 

Therefore, personal income and corporation 
income, the two main sources of budgetary 
revenue, seem certain to be hit. 

The impost-on corporation income would 
seem- more likely to be a token increase 
because a big one would set the business 
community howling with another grievance. 

Thus, the obvious victims would seem to be 
citizens with income above the $6,000-$7,000-a- 
year range. 

Many of. us will feel the tax increases but 
the real question is whether they will work in 
lowering interest rates and firming the bond 
market. Mr. Sharp thinks they will but he’s 
candid enough to! say that it isn’t certain. 


Crustaceans Are Basic 
To Economy of the Sea

Whether, measured in terms of bulk or 
numbers crustaceans form the greater part of 
the planktonic animal life in the open sea. 
Some are permanent members of this pelagic, 
free-floating world spend- 
ing their whole time drift- 
ing with the current; 
others are temporary com- 
ponents, larval stages that 
will eventually settle on the 
bottom to take up a more 
sedentary way of life. 

The bulkiest constitu- 
ents are the shrimp-like 
forms, measuring a _half- 
inch or more in_ length, 
which when massed _to- 


“Carl - 
gether make up what is known as “krill” or 


“whale-feed.’’ These delicately constructed 
creatures exist in such incredible numbers that 
they form the mainstay for the largest species 
+f whales each of which requires tons every day 
for food. These immense aggregations, which 
literally color the ocean pink, also support 
great numbers of birds of several kinds, plus 
many species of fish and any other creatures 
capable of catching them. Despite the great 
drains, 6n their number their reproductive rate 
scems to be sufficient to maintain the species 


in perpetuity.

Less conspicuous but possibly even more 
abundant are the many species of small 
crustaceans called copepods, These tiny 
animals, some scarcely larger than a pinhead, 
also exist in numbers beyond count and are of 
prime importance in the food chain leading 
from bacteria and diatoms to fish, seals and 
whales. Copepods are distinguished by having 
long, strongly-developed feelers which they use 
as oars to propel themselves through the water 
in a series of jerks. Some movement is provided 
between strokes by the paddle-like swimming 
feet which also serve to create a tiny current of 
water carrying food to the mouth. 

The temporary users of the open water are 
mostly the young of various species of crabs, 
shrimps, barnacles and related arthropods. 
These are larval stages quite unlike their 
parents in appearance and designed to swim 
tree for a period to ensure dispérsal from: theit 
point of origin. 


During their nomadic life each one passes 
through a series of stages of development until 
it settles down in the adult form. Until the 
final metamorphosis most are quite unrecog- 
nizable, giving no hint whatsoever as to the 
identity of the parents. Some are most bizarre. 
The early stages of crabs, for example, are 
tiny gnome-like creatures with huge eyes, and 
a helmet-shaped shell decorated with many 
spines and other projections. Similarly, baby 
barnacles resemble young copepods for 
awhile; after some weeks they change their 
shape, develop a temporary shell and settle 
down on some solid object where they begin to 
construct a permanent covering of limey 


material. 
xk k 


Life in the open water requires some 
special adaptions on the part of the creatures 
that live there. In the first place, especially in 
the case of crustaceans, they tend to be small. 
This minimizes the tendency to sink so that 
less swimming effort is required to keep 
afloat. To further increase buoyancy much of 
the animal’s food is stored as oil or fat 
globules which reduces the specific gravity of 
the body to almost equal that of the water. In 
addition the body is often greatly extended in 
the form of spines and other hair-like 
outgrowths, all of which .help to keep the 
animal afloat like thistle-down in air. 

Finally, most planktonic creatures are 
translucent if not transparent, which makes 
them practically invisible when immersed in 
water. Often the only parts that can be seen 
are the eyes, which usually contain dark 
pigment cells, and part of the digestive gland or 
the reproductive organs which may contain 
colorful material. Individually, they thus escape 
notice of all but the sharpest-eyed predators; 
only when massed together are they likely to 
be detected by the regular plankton feeders. 

The crustaceans have demonstrated re- 
markable ability in adapting themselves to life 
in open water and by so doing they now form 
an indispensable factor in the economy of the 
sea.

WASHINGTON — Richard 
Rovere in a thoughtful article 
in The New Yorker said: “No 
government that is not totali- 
tarian can go on indefinitely 
fighting a hard war that its 
people hate. Something has to 
give.” 

Rovere gloomily speculated 
that American democracy, 
under certain circumstances 
might not survive: ‘“Repres- 
sion,” he noted, ‘‘is the safest, 
cheapest course for any 
government to take." 

Daniel P. Moynihan, 
Harvard-MIT Urban Studies 
director and a firm liberal, 
warns other liberals that “‘all 
the signs declare that the 
violence (of Negro militants) 
has not ended. Worse still . . 
we must prepare for the onset 
of terrorism.” 

Again there is the gloomy 
note. In part at least the 
Rovere and- Moynihan points 
are alike (one deals” with 
Vietnam and the other with 
the Negro revolt). Mild civil 
disobedience threatens to turn 


or is turning to militant 
defiance. 

Repression 

The answer to this is 
repression. Anybody would be 


a fool to close his eyes to it. 

We have watched American 
democracy at close hand for 
many years and we believe 
few governments are institu- 
tionally so susceptible to 
dictatorship as this one. 

The President becomes all 
but a dictator in a major war. 
The real test comes (and we 
hope far in the future) when 
the U.S. loses a war or meets 
a cruel humiliation; then the 
search for a conspiracy and a 
scapegoat starts and the 
Right moves in to protect us 
from the Left. 

We have no thought of 
anything of that nature now. 
After all, we are not losing 
the war in Vietnam, we are 
simply not winning it and, 
again, we have never ‘been so 
prosperous (partly, of course, 
because of the splendid profits 


from our military-industrial 
complex). 

Great Fear 

But this reporter went 


through the McCarthy period. 
It left an indelible impression. 
There was fear everywhere, 
but the most craven were the 
Respectables. Some had a 
political stake in McCarthy, 
like Bob Taft, some had 
mystic conservative rapport 
like polemicist William Buck- 
ley, but the great ruminant 
mass of the affluent were 
simply scared spitless.

She is writing another novel, 
and editing a book of Emily 
Dickinson's poems for 
children.

LONDON—Behind the 
bitter public debate going 
on within the ruling Brit- 
ish Labor party about the 
government’s ec o nomic 
policy in general, and its 
policy towards unemploy- 
ment in particular, is a 
profound loss of confi- 
dence in Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson on the 
part of a very large 
minority within the par- 
liamentary Labor party. 

The seriousness of the situa- 
tion—nearly 70 Labor MPs 
have now publicly expressed 
misgivings about the govern- 
ment’s -economic policy, and 
the majority over the Con- 
servative Opposition in the 
House of Commons is less 
than 90—is not to be traced 
back merely to 1964, when the 
Labor party was returned to 
power after 13 years in 
opposition on the basis of 
pledges which have’ been 
broken. 


Further Back 


It has to be traced further 
back, to 1931, when _ then- 
Labor prime minister Ramsay 
MacDonald decided that 
Britain’s economic problems 
could be met only by defla- 
tionary policies, including a 
reduction in unemployment 
pay. 

When the bulk of the Labor 
party refused to agree with 
him, Ramsay MacDonald 
joined a Conservative- 
dominated ‘National Coali- 
tion.” Labor was over; 
whelmingly defeated in the 
subsequent general election, 
and for the next four years 
had only 50 or so MPs in the 
House of Commons. 


The traumatic experience of 
1931 is still regarded in the 
Labor party as- “the great 
betrayal,” and the measure of 
the difficulties which Wilson is 
in at the moment is the 
readiness of MPs to refer to 
the danger of the prime 
minister “‘doing a 1931.” 


Even on Right 


One encounters this, not 
only in the party’s. left wing, 
which is predictably opposed 
to Wilson’s policies, but in 
members of the centre and 
right wing of the party who 
would be much more objec- 
tive and less doctrinaire in 
their approach. 

Prominent among the 
promises and predictions of 
the Labor party in 1964—and 
no ome stated them more 
uncompromisingly than 
Harold Wilson—was the com- 
mitment to maintain full 
employment, the pledge that 
there would be no legislation 
to restrict free trade union 
bargaining, and the assurance 
that the general problem 
presented by the British 
economy would be solved by 
expansion, increased produc- 
tion—in other Words, growth. 

Between the general elec- 
tion of 1964, which Labor won 
with a majority of only four, 
and that of 1966, which they 
won with a majority of 98, 
Wilson was faced with two 
major financial crises in 
which, his party came to 


understand, he was subjected 
to great pressure ‘from the 
world’s central. banks and the 
Bank of England for him to 
abandon. policies which were

leading to inflation and adopt 
a strong deflationary line. 

Wilson allowed it to become 
known that he had vigorously 
resisted these pressures—had 
refused to allow the bankers 
at home or abroad to force a 
duly-elected Labor govern- 
ment into falling back on out- 
moded, discredited and in- 
effective Conservative 
remedies. 

During the election _cam- 
paign of 1966, he spoke with 
pride of the fact that Britain 
was then expanding her way 
out of her difficulties without 
being forced to adopt these 
disproven - methods. 

But within a few months, in 
July, 1966, there was a

tremendous volte-face. There 
was another financial crisis, 
and the main reason given for 
the pressure on the pound 
sterling was the strike of the 
National Union of Seamen. We 
were ‘“‘blown off course” said 
Wilson. 

The outcome of the crisis 
was the government’s decision 
to impose deflationary 
measures more stringent than 
any single set of measures 
imposed by a_ Conservative 
government since—the magi- 
cal word—1931. And, as a 
consequence, unemployment 
in Britain is now running at a 
level not parallelled at any 
time since the late '30s. 


Rankling 


But this is not what rankles 
in the minds of the rank and 
file of the Labor party. It is 
net that unemployment is now 
so high; it is that this 
unemployment was deliber- 
ately induced ‘by the govern- 
ment. 

Worse than that, in their 
minds—and this is -where we 
go back to the thinking of 
1931—the unemployment_ was 
deliberately induced not -be- 
cause it was a real economic 
remedy .but, as was. so 
powerfully argued by the bulk 
of the Labor party who 
disavowed MacDonald in 1931, 


because it offered the only 
possible basis on which Labor 
could continue in power .in 
view of the attitude of inter- 
national capital as made 
articulate by the international 
banks and the Bank of 
England. 

From 1931 on, in the 
folklore of the Labor party, 
the inevitable showdown be- 
tween a Labor government 
and the banks had become 
almost an article of faith. One 
of the first acts of the Attlee 
government of 1945-51 was to 
nationalize the Bank of Eng- 
land. But to make a public 
servant of the Bank - of 
England avails very little 
when, as a result of Britain's 
very much weakened position 
in the world of international 
finance, one of the bank's 
main roles is to tell the 
government how the banks of 
the world view Britain's 
trading position.. 


Condemnation. 


And the terrible message of 
July, 1966, for the Labor party 
was that when the Bank of 
England-_really got through its 
message that international 
finance was condemning the 
general basis of the Labor 
government's economic 
policy, and in particular its 
commitment to full employ- 
ment, the government gave 
way. 


The defence offered by the 
government of what it did in 
July, 1966, is perfectly simple, 
and to my mind, quite con- 
vincing. It was that none of 
the retreats were anything but 
tactical, and taken as a whole 
they are calculated to provide 
a platform from which a 
tremendous forward move- 
ment of the British economy 
can begin, offering un- 
precedented encouraging re- 
sults in 1968. 

But the mind of a party 
member—whatever his 
party—is made up only partly 
of rational analysis, partly of 
party folklore. At. the 
moment, I think, it is a very 
superior-minded member of 
the Labor party in whose 
mind the prospects of the 1966 
“retreat” leading to the first 
realistic basis for an advance 
towards a socialist state 
looms larger than a sense of 
guilt and disillusionment en- 


gendered by the feeling that

1966 was one step back on the 
road to 1931. 


Supposing, that kind of mind 
asks itself, and indeed asks its 
friends, the government fails 
to achieve the results in 1968 
for which the 1966 sacrifices 
were made? Suppose un- 
employment remains high, 
and production remains low, 
and the pound remains weak, 
and nothing seems to be done, 
and the government, after 3% 
years in power, seems to be 
weak. 


Neat Move 


Will Prime Minister Wilson 
then stick to his guns, and go 
to the country for a general 
election with flags flying, and 
go down to defeat fighting? Or 
will he, claiming that the 
national interest has to come 
above all else,. agree to form 
a coalition government bane 
the ‘Conservatives? 

It would be quite abel, 

and needlessly damaging to 
the Labor party, to the 
national interest, and to all 
those interests in which 
Britain's well-being is an 
integral part, to make ‘out 
that the whole of the Labor 
party is lying awake at night, 
tossing and turning in the 
weighing of this turbulent 
train of thought. 
—But it would be equally 
untruthful to conceal the—fact 
that thoughts. like these are 
the deep invisible under- 
current which is responsible 
for the pattern of the waves”

Not Party 


What is going on around 
government in Britain today 
is not the result of arguments 
between the two main parties 
about what is the right policy 
for Britain. Nor is it argu- 
ments within the party in 
power about what is specific- 
ally the right kind of eco- 
nomic policy to deal with the 
short-term and long-term eco- 
nomic problems. 

The underlying question is 
whether the government of,

SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 
(AP) — “I'm ina spin... I’m 
in a spin.” 

Those words from the calm-| 
voiced pilot of an X-15 rocket 
plane that plunged into the de-} 
sert from an altitude of more} 
than 50 miles Wednesday left in- 
vestigators with a mystery. 

Air Force Maj. Michael J.} 
Adams died in the crash. | 
Adams reported control trou- 
bles, but officials say that alone| 
wasn't enough to cause the | 
crash. 

A National’ Aeronautics and} 
Space’ Administration spokes- 
man said Adams may have de- 
layed pulling his ejection mech- 
anism in a last-ditch effort to| 
gain control. That delay may! 
have_cost him his life. 

“There was apparently some | 
kind of control malfunction as 
the pilot attempted to pull out of 
his descent,” a NASA spokes- 
man said. 


REGAINED CONTROL | 

Adams had reported control) 
problems with the plane's dam- 
pers—devices to reduce oscilla- 
tion as the craft is controlled.| 
Then radar trackers showed he) 
had regained. control—but only| 
for a few seconds. 

After flights investigating 
manoeuvrability in space, X-15s 
descend from high altitude on a 
glide path about 30 degrees 
below horizontal. The stubby 
ships come down pancake style 
as they enter denser atmos- 
phere, where the pilot switches 
from automatic to manual con- 
trol. 

Adams was on his 11th flight. 
The craft was dropped from the 
belly of a B-52 at 10:30 a.m. and 
shot to about 265,000 feet on a 
routine research flight. 

The X-15 burns its 10’ tons of 
fuel in about 85 seconds as it ac- 
celerates. Then the ship noses 
over and begins the long dive to 
earth. 

As. it enters denser atmos- 
phere the pilot begins to pull the 
craft out of its dive and begins 
a glide to a landing. This is) 
where Adams ran into trouble. 

The X-15 holds the record for 
manned flight of 4,534 miles an 
hour set Oct. 3, 1967. It also 
holds the record altitude mark 
of 354,200 feet—67 miles, set 
Aug. 22, 1963, by the late Joe 
Walker.

Bond Interest 
Only Moderate 


By AB KENT, Business Editor 

Only moderate interest is being shown in the new federal 
government roll-over bond-issue that went on the market at a 
discount Tuesday. 

But a leading Victoria bond. merchant thinks the lot will 
be sold out by week’s end nonetheless. 

No wonder, Coming out at 99.50 with a 6% per cent 
coupon the $250 million issue will yield 6.35 per cent, the 

- highest .offered in a Canada bond in more 
than 25 years. 

The bond dealer expected far more 
interest than has been shown so far, and 
felt that some investors would be reproach- 
ing themselves in a few months’ time for 
not having taken part in the offering. 

An added inducement is the option at 
the end of five years of converting at the 
same rate into long-term bonds. 

If, as it is expected, interest rates 
a generally are down by that time, the holder 

Kent of this issue will still be getting a good 
income and the bonds may be selling at a premium which 
would be good for a capital gain. 

Canada bonds were offered briefly about 45 years ago in 
the 6 per cent range. Two examples are the 64% per cent 15- 
year bond issue of 1921 and a 7 per cent issue offered the 
same year to mature in 1941, Both were railway guarantees. 

Few of the current investment generation could point to 
such examples, and it was from: an old-time bond dealer that 
these two illustrations were gleaned. 

x o* * 

Meanwhile, the 1967 Canada Savirigs Bond drive which 
closed Wednesday was expected to net about the same as was 
subscribed last year in this province. 

On Vancouver Island, the figure will be higher, said 
campaign co-ordinator Bill Munro. 

To Wednesday morning, 21 firms on the Island showed a 
sizeable increase in payroll deduction plans for a 40 per cent 
improvement over 1966. A few firms were down, such as 
Victoria Machinery Devot which is closing its Dallas Road 
yard Dec. 31. 

At the start of the week payroll plans had accounted for 
more than 90 per cent of their targets while over-all in B.C.

Distance makes them look dim- 
mer. And Sirius is one of our 
closest starry neighbours. It is 
also a whale of a star, bigger 
and much brighter tharf-our own 
glorious sun.
